spokesmen and the press, has undergone no 
marked change as a result of the latest 
“Italian felony”—as The Times of London 
describes.Mussolini’s invasion of ancient and 
Not-too-well-prepared Greece, Quite naturally, 
cabinet ministers are more or less discreetly 
silent as the new developments unfold; but 
the official newspaper Ulus says today that 
the nation is “wholeheartedly with Greece.” 
The newspaper Yeni Sabah echoes a similar 
sentiment, and adds the warning that “should 
Bulgaria try an adventure toward the 
Aegean, she will be faced by the Turkish 
army.” And what Turkish armed forces look 
like at this stage was revealed in impreasive 
style at Ankara yesterday as the nation’s 
capita) celebrated the 17th anniversary of the 
founding of the Turkish republic. 

News as to the progress of the Battle of 
Greece necessarily will be fragmentary and 
inconclusive until the issue is more generally 
joined on the sea as well as on the land The 
British information office at Ankara tells us 


that detachments from the Royal Navy have |

London comes this letter 

“All kinds of people here, work 
ers in factory, office, shop ar 
home, volunteer the news that 
listening to God in quiet times

“Here in East London, where 
the houses are so close together 
one man can set the tone for the 
whole street Sometimes that has 
been a rumor tone, but now the 
changed people are becoming the 
focal points for the streets fn 
which they live and are bringing 
rew clmness and = confidence 
everywhere, One of these 
Tom, the grocer whose story 
in Dahpne du Maurier'’s “C 
Wind, Come Weather People 
come in constantly and say. ‘th 
Tom, what shall I do” and expect 
to find « God-guided-answer for 
their difficulties. Many wish to 
stay in his shop during air raids 
because of the spirit of calm that 
is there. Tom and the other fel 
lows, some of them once subver 
sive agitators, are carrying this 
spirit into the public shelters.

Two 
days later going across the lots 
where the fires were in 1937 I 
picked up a box with over 20 
matches right on the grass.

He said nothing could be more 
harmful from the viewpoint of 
Great Britain than a declaration 
of war by the United States. 

Discussing the possibility the 
United States could be attacked, 
Mr. Kennedy “said that problem 
presented “the same difficulties 
to any belligerent that our at- 
tacking them does.” 

“I have seen an outnumbered, 
but brave band of: RAF. fiers 
and about 20 miles of water keep 
back the German invader,” he 
said. “The answer still rings out 
—speed in rearmament. 

“Three thousand miles 
ocean, while handy, 
itself is Hot eriongh protection for 
us.
